‘Pur LABORER Inperenvent.—The la- 
borer is as independent as the employer. 
One, could not get along very well with- 
out the otlier, ` The employer would suf- 
fer more without the aid of the laborer, 
than the laborer would without tho aid 
of the employer.’ It is for the interest 
of: both' to treat cach other fairly and 
properly.’ It is not for the laborer to tell 
the employer: how he shall vote, nor 
point out the altar at which he shall wor- 
ship; nor is it, by any means, for the em- 
‘ployer to tell the laborer how he shall 
vote, nor where he shall worship. The 
freedom of conscience is a right enjoyed 
by all American freemen. The serfs of 
Europe do the bidding of their masters. 
But in free America there are no serfs— 
there should be none. The laborer is as 
free as'the employer, and when he does 
the amount of work which he has agreed 
to Wo for a certain sum of money, he has 
discharged his duty to his employer; he 
has no riglit to sell his vote, as he does 
his services, if he wero disposed. It is 
unlawful to do so. ‘He is protected in 
the right to vote just as he pleases.— 
There would be no correet expression of 
public opinion without the exercise of 
this right. The laborer has as- good 
means to judge of the right as his employ- 
er. “His opinion with regard to the prop- 
er disposition of his vote, is as valuable 
tis the opinion of his‘employer. Let ev-
